One Killed, Thirty Seriously In- 
jured in Utica (III.) Accident. 


MORE DEATHS ARE FEARED. 


Rescuers .Tearing Away Debris of 
Structure, Seeking Bodies. 


La Salle, III, July 4.—[Special.}—One per- 
son. is known to have been killed and thirty 
seriously injured, two of them probably fa- 
tally, when a bridge collapsed during a 
Fourth of July celebration at Utica, III., to- 
day. There were 200 persons on the bridge 
at the time and practically all of them were 
thrown into the water. Rescuers are at 
work on the wreck of the bridge and it 18 
feared that other victims will be discovered 
in the water. 

The person killed was Rose Parma, aged 
16, of Utica. She was internally injured and 
ot while on the wey to a hospital in La 


William Kelly of Utica was internally in- 
jured and brought to a hospital in La Salle 
where little hope is held for his recovery. 
Another victim is a 12 year old boy, whose 
identity is not known. He now is in the 
La Salle hospital, suffering with a egmpound 
fracture of the skull. 


Crowd to Bridge Railing. 

The crowd had gathered on the bridge 
| which spans the Illinois and Michigan canal 
to see a tub race, one of the main fea- 
tures of the Fourth celebration at Utica. As 
the tubs went under the structure the en- 
tire crowd pushed to the railings and the 
bridge went down without an instant’s warn- 
ing, throwing the 200 spectators into the 
water and pifining several beneath the de- 
bris. 

The crowd on shore immediately began the 
work of rescue and it was due to the quick 
action of several men that the fatalities 
were not greater. The canal at the point of 
the accident is eight feet deep and it was 
only by the hardest of work that the rescuers 
succeeded in taking out those who were fas- 
tened in the wreckage of the bridge. Several 
Were wedged in so tightly that it was sev- 
eral minutes before the men from the shore 
could extricate them.

It was my good fortune to know Melville 
W. Fuller intimately in the early days when 
he was living in Chicago, and I have always 
had the deepest respect for him, said Oliver

chief justice of the Supreme court of the 
United States, I have seen him at infrequent 
intervals, of course, but I always have found 
him to be the same genial; kindly; quiet man 
hé was when he was practicing law in Chi- 
cago in the seventies and eighties. It will 
be difficult to find a man to fill the shoes that 
have been left vacant by his death.“ 


America Loses Good Citizen. 


George E. Adams said of the late cniet 
justice: America has lost one of her greatest 
citizens in the death of Chief Justice Fuller. 
He leaves behind him an enviable record of 
accomplishments; he bas added much to the 
jurisprudence of our nation. I knew Him 
well, both in Chicago.and Washington. and 
I ‘have alwas considered him as one of the 
great men of thie country.”

Fuller ranked among the first of these. In 
thirty. years’. practice in Chicago he left 
behind bim an enviable record when he was 
chosen by President Cleveland as chief jus- 
tice. His record upon that high tribunal of 
justice has been no less enviable, and he has 
written some opinions that have laid the 
foundation for principles in our national gov- 
ernmental policies. ~

There isan air of writing up to his sub- 
ject, though that is not to say that Mr. Pulitzer 
has a sycophantic air towards New York so- 
ciety. So far as can be judged from his book, 
he despises it with amazing violence, almost as 
if he had a personal feud to ficht. 

He says—and with truth-—that people who 
know anything that happen to be caught at a

As when 
the rich woman's party arrives at the opera, and 
is so perfectly attuned to her imagination of 
what her box should be that for the moment she 
loses all sense of rivalry with any one, being

82.000 miles; for 1883 115,000 miles, and for 
1008, 198,000 miles. 

The country which ranks highest in actual 
trackage. is Russia, with 58,385 kilometers, 
but in ratio of mileage either to population 
or to area Russia is naturally surpassed by 
Germany, France, Austria-Hungary, Eng- 
land, and many of the smaller countries. The 
foliowing table shows the increase in track- 
age in kilometers for each of the last two 
quarter centuries for the leading countries:

These figures show that Germany has in- 
creased her equipment within the last twen- 
ty-five ‘years more than any other country 
except Russia, but that she has been closely 
followed by Austria-Hungery. If England 
and France make a less favorable showing 
between 1863 and 1908 it is because they had 
made more rapid progress during the pre- 
vious quarter century and stood in 1883 far 


in advance of their European rivals.

He 
shambled after the elusive negro, some- 
times crouching low with his left hand 
stuck out in front and sometimes 
standing erect. Stooping or erect, he 
Was a\mark for Johnson’s accurately 
driven biows.
